GROTESQUE OLD POTTERY. 

Queer Black* Vessels Dug XTp by 
Workmen in South Amer- 
, jean Mines. . < ' 

Beneath ihe.soil of the South Ameri¬ 
can republic of Colombia there has just 
been brought to light some remarkable 
buried treasures in the line of curious 
animal-shaoed pottery, each incised 
and made of black clay. These speci¬ 
mens are perhaps the only vestiges left 
ofothe vanisned empire of the uhib- 
chas, which flourished in this region in 
pre-Spanish times. The American Mu¬ 
seum of Natural History has acquired 
these discoveries, and Curator Charles 
Mead is arranging them for exhibition. 
The find consists of nearly 200 black 
pottery vessels, with deep incisions, 
fantastically molded to represent ani¬ 
mals common to that region and some 
mythological ones, with a few numan 
portrait pieces. This unique collection 
of black ware, the first to be seen in 
this country, is said to be the finest 
extant. 

These grotesque pottery vessels, 
many of which contained fine golden 
ornaments, were votive and mortuary 
offerings placed in the graves along 
with ‘the bodies of the dead. The col¬ 
lection was found in the Cauca river 
valley, Colombia, about 150 miles from 
the Pacific ocean. This stream is one 
of the tributaries of the Magdalena. 
The pottery was unearthed by some of 
the Indian placer miners who now 
carry on the business of sluice washing 
the ancient burial grounds of their 
ancestors to obtain gold objects, which 
are sold only for their metal. 

The Cauca valley in pre-Spanish 
times was the domain of the Chibcha 
nation, which for hundreds of miles 
along both banks of the river had es¬ 
tablished a tairiy advanced and nour¬ 
ishing civilization. A retinue of 
chiefs, with one leader, administered 
the government. Next to the Mexicans 
and ancient Peruvians, or Incas, they 
are classed as third in. the list of 
aboriginal races as to culture. The 
rest of Columbia was inhabited by 
other independent tribes living in low¬ 
er stages of enlightenment. The Chib- 
chas and their neighboring tribes have' 
disappeared entirely. Between ,1536 
and 1640 the Spaniards conquered the 
Chihchas and took possession of their 
territory. 

The Chihchas left no written lan¬ 
guage, and the Spanish manuscripts 
which have been preserved give only 
fragmentary information so that, near¬ 
ly all knowledge of this people is 
due to iheir handicraftsmen. The 
great abundance of gold and the lav¬ 
ishness of display which flourished 
among the people and their skill in 
fashioning this metal Into striking 
shapes are clearly shown by the nu¬ 
merous personal ornaments, statuettes 
and ceremonial objects rescued trom 
their burial places. Instead of sac¬ 
rificing the living animals, on some 
occasions figures of solid gold repre¬ 
senting them were buried as offerings.- 
Most of the gold specimens are hand¬ 
some and massive, and were used 
largely as ear, lip, nose -and breast 
ornaments.

Study of the 
Human Body. 


CRUSADE,AGAINST ABSINTHE 


Frees of Switzerland Up in Arms 
Against the Curse of the 
Nation. 


Absinthe drinking is the curse of 
French Switzerland, and crimes by 
absinthe drunkards have been 'so 
alarmingly frequent of late that the 
Swiss press has started a crusade 
against the sale of the liquor. 

In the Cantons of Vaud and Geneva 
over 100,000 signatures have been ob¬ 
tained to a petition urging the gov¬ 
ernment to suppress the absinthe dis¬ 
tilleries. During the last few months 
a series of murders and attempts at 
murder have been traced to .persons 
who are confirmed absinthe drinkers, 
and who committed the crimes while 
under the influence of the liqiior. 

Most of the absinthe sold in small 
cafes at a penny a large .wineglassful 
is made from chemicals and raw alco¬ 
hol, and this is the stuff drunk by the 
poor, for the reason that it is cheaper 
than wine or beer. Good absinthe is 
of the same price as good whisky, but 
little of this is found in this country, 
as the greater p'art is-exported to 
France and Belgium. 

The canton of Neuobatel depends 
Upon its revenue on the make and 
sale of absinthe, and from this quar¬ 
ter there is much- opposition to the 
crusade. Not only the men, but the 
women and, to a less extent, girls and 
hoys have developed the habit of ab¬ 
sinthe drinking, which threatens to 
sap the manhood of the Swiss and the 
French cantons. There is every like¬ 
lihood that in a short time the matter 
will come up for the consideration of 
the French authorities. 


Some interesting deductions have 
been announced recently in regard to 
the study of the human body which 
has been going on for some time, at 
the Middletown (Conn.) experiment 
station in co-operation with the fed¬ 
eral government, says Country Life in 
America. Persons experimented on 
are shut up for a week or more in the 
"respiration calorimeter;” which is an 
airtight copper box large enough to 
hold a man in comfort for several 
days. The chamber contains a fold¬ 
ing bed, chair, table, etc., and .venti¬ 
lating pipes. A man is put into the 
room and then watched. Everything 
he consumes, his food, water, air. Is 
carefully measured beforehand,and 
likewise everything he gives out. It 
would seem as If he could hardly think 
without the mental effort being meas¬ 
ured and received in calories of heat. 
The air he has breathed is passed 
through purifying vessels which re¬ 
move the carbon dioxide and whatever 
else his lungs have put into it. . The 
deposit is then weighed. It would 
have been Impossible to light a match 
or burn a candle in the respiration 
chamber . during the experiment,'' yet 
the subject, who was purposely not 
told anything about it, read,' slept, ate 
his meals, conversed with his friends 
over the telephone, and, in fact, seem¬ 
ed in the best spirits during the 24 
hours the air was maintained in the 
above condition. 


. Rural fire deaprtments, especially in 
the early days of organization, have 
often afforded Iricji material for com¬ 
edy. Had hand-tubs and ladder com¬ 
panies been known in Shakespeare’s 
day, it is easy to imagine that English 
literature might have been' enriched 
by the portrait'of some rustic, fire chief, 
fit to pass down to immortality, wltn. 
those •of - the country, watchmen and 
justices we know : so well. Mr.' T, E. 
Lawlor,. says' Youth.’s .Companion, has 
recently recorded some suggestive bits 
from English villages. 

In Cornwall, at an alarm of fire, a 
member of a newly formed fire com¬ 
pany was seen'standing on a corner, 
gaping in a dazed way at a brisk fire in 
progress some distance down the street. 
At last he was overheard murmuring 
to himself: 

"A proper blaze—it sure be a proper 
blaze! A must go home and put on my 
Uniform; yes, it he a blaze worth get¬ 
ting on my new boots for, tight though 
'en be.” 

, At another fire the company, assem- 
bied hastily in an unlighted village 
lane, had no lanterns, and in a 'dark¬ 
ness deepened by a thick smoke_as yet 
unlighted by flame, were helplessly 
wondering what they could do, and 
where to ; ,make their attack. Suddenly 
a tongue of flickering red shot up from 
the smoldering building, and the fire¬ 
men, with a shout, prepared to turn 
the hose upon it. The captain grabbed 
the nearest fire-fighter and jerked him 
and the nozzle he was directing vio¬ 
lently aside. 

" 'Ere, you lunk’e’d,'' he shouted- 
“’Old 'ard! If you wasn’t'gOin’ tb put 
out the honly light we’ve got to see the 
fire by!” 

At the burning of a large barn an¬ 
other village chief was so intent on 
personally getting out the livestock 
that he left the conduct of the-fight 
against the fire entirely to his subor¬ 
dinates, who were sadly in need- of. di ¬ 
rection. On being remonstrated with, 
he declared, excitedly: 

“Drat the old barn! Let her burn! 
She’s half gone, anyway. But the crit¬ 
ters are critters, and pork is pork.
